TO THE GRIM MONS TER, 
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NINE DEATHS—THIRTY-THREE CASES 


Is the Report from Jacksonville for Yester- 
day—A Bad Record for Decatur ~Death 
of Several Prominent Citizens. 
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JACKSONVILLE, Fia., October 7.—[Special.] 
It was alinost inevitable from the turn which 
the fever took, Mr. Edwin Martin, editor of 
the Times-Union died today. Hie lingered 
peacefally through the night, but early in the 
ghorning became delir.ous and continued 80 un- 
til released from pain at 10 o'clock. The 
forins of the Times-Union were kept open un- 
ti) 5 o’clock in order to give the: public the 
latest news of his condition. 

Mr. Martin was about forty-one years old, 
loaves a wife, three small children and an aged 
mother. The funeral willtake place at 11 a. 
pi. Monday under charge of the Masonic fra- 
ternity and Knights of Honer. His wife and 
children are in Perry, Ga., the mother and 
sister at the residence of Dr. Redmund, on the 
banks of the St. John’s river, four miles above 
the city. The press clubw ill attend in a body. 
Roth the city editor and managing editor of 
the Times-Union have fal.en victims to yellow 
fever. 

Edwin Martin had been managing news-edi- 
tor of the old Times-Union from December, 
1886, to March, 1588, when he became editor- 
inwhief of the News-Herald and retained this 


game position upon the Times-Union upon 


the consolidation of the two papers on May 
Ist, 1888. Previous to his coming -to Jackson- 
ville, he had been an editorial writer on the 
Savannah Morning News fora year or two. 
He wasa native of Tennessee, and entered 
the confederate service at the age of 15, and 
was a herald on the staff on one of the cavalry 
commanders, alterwards he wentto Georgia 
and setiled in one of the upper counties of the 
state, where he practiced law and edijteda 
weekly newspaper. He represented his county 
in the legislature for one ortwo terms and 
finally abandoned Jaw for the field of journal- 
ism. 

Ata meeting of the Jacksonville Press 
lub, held this afternoon at tho bureau of the 
Savannah Morning News, resolutions of regret 
were adopted on the death of Mr. Martin.

Mr, Clark 
further asked of W. P. Clyde & Co. if it would 
pot be possible for them to put on a steamship 
service between New York and Mayport, there 
to connect with river steamers who would 
bring fruit from uninfected counties and pass 
down the river without touching at Jackson- 
ville, It will thus be seen that cvery effort is 
being made to provide for safe conduct of fruit 
to northern markets. 

Saturday evening, at a meeting of the exec- 
utive committee, President McQuaid stated 
that, as requested, he had wired Gainesville 
and Fernandina offering assistance from this 
committee, but had received no answer. LIle 
also read aff[ftelegram from .Maior J. H, 
Durkee, of New York, requesting information 
about assistance the committee was furnishing 
other places. : 

Upon motion the president was requested to 
wire an appropriate reply, and also to telegraph 
Fernandina inquiring their immediate necessi- 
ties, Captain W. C. Ceoper explained the 
arrangements at Camp Mitchell, and showed 
aplat of thecamp. Right Rev. E. G. Weed 
reported on his visit to the camp and suggest- 
ed that measures be takento permit and urge 
refugees stopping in the country to go into 
this camp.

WASHINGTON, October 7.—[Special.]—A 
conference of the leading members of the 
house had been arrranged for this evening a 
the house of Speaker Carlisle to determine 
the question as to whether congress should ad- 
journ or take a recoss. At the time appointed 
several of the democratic lead*rs assembled, 
but unfortunately Mr. Carlisle was called away 
and no action was takeu. An informa] talk 
was had on the subject. Among those mem- 
bers who were present, were included Messrs. 
Breckinridge, of Arkansas, McMillain, of 
Tennessee, Oates, of Alabama, and Turner, of 
Georgia, and it was there decided to leave the 
question open until tomorrow mornin’. when 
another meeting will be held in the ways and 
means committee rooms. The probabilities 
are thatthe result will be an agreement to 
adjourn on or about the 20th instant. 

Judge Thurman spent the whole of today 
out at Cakview with the president, but will 
return to town tomorrow morning. During 
the day several prominent democratic politi- 
cians visited the president’s country home. 
Among these were Senator Gorman, Fostmas- 
ter-G¢ Dickiuson, and Sir.

WILL BE TAKEN UP TODAY. 
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The Senate To Discuss the Tariff Bill— The 
Adjournment Question. 

WASHNGTON, October 7.—In the senate tc- 
morrow, the tariff bill willbe taken up and 
Senator Allison will make a Speech in support 
of the senate substitute. The bill will be tem- 
porarily ied astde whenever tile confereces-on 
the general deficiency bil) reach an agreement. 
With this exception, it 1s expected to com- 
mand the attention of the senate until dis- 
posed of. The assertion is made by some re- 
publican senatorsthat the bill willgbe passed 
within three weeks and the democrats express 
the hope that such may prove to bethe case. 
Opinion, however, is pretty widely entertain- 
ed on both sides, that before the expiration of 
three weeks the senate will find itself without 
a& volulng quorum, and will assent to a recess, 
ifin the meantime the house does not send 
over a resolution to adjourn. 

The proposition to take a recess and re-cone 
vene alter the election would probably meet 
with considerable favor, even as against one 
for adjournment, since two or tliree weeks 
practically added to the beginning of the next 
session could be make to advance next year’s 
work materially. Inspite of promises and reso 
lutions to thecontrary, nothing is expected of 
congress under ordinary circumstances until 
after the holiday recess; but with the period 
before recess, practically doubled, and especial- 
ly if annual estimates aro made ready, there 
is little doubt that committee’s work on sevy- 
eral of the appropriation bills would be greatly 
advanced. In the house of representatives the 
final conference report upon genera! deficiency 
appropriation bill will be presented for action 
eally in the week. After it is disposed of, 
nothing of interest is likely to occur, unless 
some iniluential member shall spring upon the 
honse ar adjournment resolution. In the ab, 
sence of a qucrum, however, the immediate 
success of such a movement will depend uj; on 
tle possibility of avoiding a single objection.

/A SHOT IN THE DARK. 


A TRAGEDY IN AN ANNISTON BAG- 
Ni QO. 


A MERCHANT OF CROSS PLAINS KILLED 


Two Brothers-in-Law Visit a Necro Den— 
The Light is Blown out and a Shot 
Fired—One Man Killed. 

ANNISTON, Ala., October 7.—[Special.]— 
About half-past 12 o'clock Friday 
night, J. A. Woolf, a merchant of Cross 
Piains, who was a prominent candi- 
date for sheriff at the August elec- 
ticn, was shot and instantly killed in the house 
of Mattie Cox, (colored,} who lives in the rear 
of the Foster building with another woman, 
on Glenn Adie street. Lights were out in the 
house when the police arrived. They were at- 
tuacted by the report of the pistol, and found 
Wooif undressed sitting on a trunk at the foot 
ofthe bed, groaning as if in pain, but he never 
spoke. Lesides Woolfin the room, there were 
present the two colored women and Jarrett 
Kernan,an ex-policeman of this city and broth- 
er-in-law of Woolf. an examination showed 
that he was shot throngh the left breast 
just above the heart, causing instant death. 

The woman claimed that Kernan didgthe 
shooting, and he stated it was done by Mattie 
Cox. 

Mayor Foster was summoned and a coroner’s 
jury empaneled and heaged the evidence of the 
two Women and Kernan. 

The following is the verdict: 

We, the jury empaneled in tue case of the ex- 
amination of J. A. Woolifind that be came to his 
death by a pistol ball tired trom the hands of G. - W. 
Keinan while recklessly shooting in the dark. 

Woolf is a young man about thirty-five 
years of age, highly connected and leavesa 
wife but no children. 

Kernan imade the following statement to a 
Hot Blast reporter at 3 o’clock this a. m.ina 
cell in the city prison: 

‘J want the public to know that I didn’t kill 
Al Woolfh. Weare bfthers-in-law, he hav- 
ing married my sister. Iwould rather be dead 
myself than to have seen him killed. We 
went to Sam Jones’s lecture and afterwards 
Woolf started home, but changed his mind, 
and asked me to go with him to the house, 
where we went. Wegot there about 12 0’clock. 
There were two negro women in the room— 
Mattie Cox and anether. Woolf undressed 
and blew out the light. This made Mattie 
Cox mad, and she lit the lamp again. Woolf 
blew it out again. I was on a bed not un- 
dressed, lying on my right side. IJ had a pistol 
in my outside pocket. When the light was 
blown out the second time, somebody, I don’t 
know who, jerked my pistol oit of my pocket 
and I heard it go off. Iopened the door and 
called for the police. Mattie Cox ran out of 
the house. When the police came they struck 
alight and I saw that Alf was shotdead. He 
never spoke after the shot was fired, but just

\Whenthe police made search for the pistol 
with which the shooting was done it could not 
be found, but at a later hour was found under 
the store of R. B. Perkins, about thirty feet 
it was a 28-calibre Sinith & Wesson, with 
one barrel discharged,

and Kernan had been drinking when they en- 
terred the house where the unfortunate tragedy

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FIGHTING THE NEW MEN. 


Chicago Strikers Attacka Disguised Party— 
The Mayor’s Order, 

Cmcaco, October 7.—The support of the 
trades assembly has been pledged to the car- 
men. Mayor Roche to-day issued a proclima- 
tion requesting the people of the city not to 
congregate in the streets. The street car 
strike renders it necessary. The mayor says 
that the-collection of crowds should be avoid- 


*ed if the authoritics are to maintain good or- 


der. 

The first collision between the police and 
strikers occurred about midnight at Larrobee 
street barns. Captain Shaack and a company 
of his men brought sixteen imported laborers 
to a barn inthe guise of Mooney and Boland, 
special policemen, and was trytng to get them 
under cover without attracting attention 
when a few of the strikers began to call out, 
‘fseab,”’ “‘scab.’’ This infuriated the captain 
and springing from his buggy he 
called on officers to clear the street. The men 
were slow about obeying the order. In fact, 
they behaved as if they would rather that 
somebody else would clear. the street. The 
captain, who had advanced to within a few 
feet of position occupied by the strikers, ob- 
served the situation and turning upon tne line 
of blue coats, he shouted: 

“Cowards, disperse this mob.”’ The officers, 
evidently nettied at this, rushed at a little 
knot of strikers with drawn clubs and scat- 
tered it in every direction. At the Sedgewick 
street barns the strikers had learned that the 
M oney and Boland specials who weve arriving 
at the barns were in reality iinported laborers 
who were hired to take their places, so when a 
wagon load of them arrived last night, they 
notified them that it would not be wise to at- 
temp to enter barns. The specials made the 
attempt but broke and {tled when the strikers 
made athreatening demonstration at them. 
In this instance there was no bloodshed.

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PILED ON THE TRACK, 


A Bad Accident on the Baltimore and Ohio . 


Railroad. 

WAsnincton, October 7.—The Cincinnati 
and St. Louis express, which left the Balti- 
more and Ohio station, in this clty, at 10:45 
o'clock last night, whirled past Dickerson sta- 
tion, 37 miles from here, on the Metropolitan 
branch of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
shortly before midnight, at lightning speed, 
rafi sharply around a curve about a mile west 
of the station, and with accelerated speed ran 
down @ heavy grade and collided, with hardly 
& moment’s Warning and with fearful force, 
with an east bound freight train fron: Martins- 


burg, West Virginia, killing three trainmen , 


atid imjuring six others. By almost a miracle 
the p@ssengers escaped injury. 

Thé express left Washington~on time, but 
lost time owing to trouble with the engine a 
shortalistance out of the city and then ran 
aliead of the speed of forty miles an hour to 
catchup. A mile west of Dickerson station 
the read makes a sharpturn and then goes 
dowma heavy grade in a deep cut, the banks 
being twenty fect or more above the level of 
the track, Around this curve, the train dash- 
ed just before midnight and began its descent, 
gathering momemtum each second. 

The freight train, which had orders to re- 
main on the switch at Tuscarora, one mile 
beyond, until the express passed, had afew 
minutes before left the switch and was slowly 
toiling up the grade. Suddenly there was the 
flash of a headlight and the trainmen on two 
engies were appalled at the coming disaster, 
which they immediately saw could not be 
averted, 

Line two engines were almost upon each 
other and the engineers saw that nothing could 
be done, and that it was useless to apply the 
brakes. 

“Jump, boys,” shouted Engineer J. E. 
Welch, of the freight train, as he sprang from 
his cab to the side of the tracks; but his fire- 
man, J, B. Virtz, had no time to get out of 
his place at the furnace, and George Kiden- 
baugh, brakeman, who was also on the engine, 
was 80 paralyzed with fear that he was unable 
to heed the engineer’s admonition. J. W. 
Hand, fireman of the passenger train, jumped 
aud escaped uninjured. in an instant the two 
engines ran together with such fearfal vio- 
lence that they stood locked together on the 
track and formed the base upon which was 
piled in confusion a pyramid twenty feet high, 
consisting of three wrecked freight cars, two 
express cars, a mail car and baggage Car. 
These cars acted asa buffer for the passenger 
coaches attached to the western bound express, 
and though the passengers were violently 
thrown forward, they were not injured. 

The passengers immediately set to work to 
extricate the trainmen from the debris, and a 
wrecking train arriving a few hours later as- 
sisted in the wee At5o’clock this evening 
the track was not freé from debris, although 
all the men had been gotten out.

The bodies of the killed were brought to 
this city, and those of Wiley and Kidenbaugh 
were subsequently shipped to their late homes. 
The injured were conveyed to their homes, in 
Raltimore, with the exception of A. C. Crook, 
who lives in Washington. It is not thought 
any are badly injured, except Virtz, who 
was bruised and shaken up, and Engineer 
Jeffrees, who was severely scalded about the 
head and neck, and may die. Jeffrees was 
found in his cab, underneath the wreck, and, | 
strange to say, would have escaped injury, but 
forghapscaning steain. 

The accident was due toa mistake on the 
part of the freight trainmen. They say they 
had orders to lay off on the _ switch 
at Tuscarora and wait for two 
sections of the Pittsburg express train, 
which caused the collision, to pass. They had 
been on duty for thirty-six hours, they say, 
and aiter seeing the first section of the Pitts- 
burg express pass had gone t® sleep at their 
posts to secure a little rest. They awoke as 
the second section thundered by, and as it was 
running on the schedule time of the Cincin- 
natiand St. Louis express, they thought it 
was that train which had just passed, and 
therefore pulled out of the siding and came 
down the single track.

A TERRIBLE CRASH, 
The Walls of a Church Fall in, Injuring 
any Persons. 

READING, Pa., October 7.—Over 100 peeps 
injured is the record of an accident which took 
place at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon during the 
ceremonies attending the laying of the corner 
stone of the new St. Mary's Polish Catholic 
church, in this city. Previous to the corner 
stone laying, there was a street parade partici- 
pated in by alithe Catholic societies of the 
city, Knight of St. John of Lancaster, and all 
visitors from Wilmington, Delaware, Lebanon, 
Shonandon and other places. Probably seven 
thousand people gathered at the site of the 
church this afternoon to witness the ceremo- 
nies, about one thousand of whom were 
crowded on a temporary floor laid on the joist 
and walls of the edifice, which had been car- 
ried up one story. 

Archbishop Ryan, ag Philadelphia, arrived 
this morning and personally conducted the 
ceremonies, assisted by the priests of the three 
Catholic churches here. After the corner- 
stone had been laid, Father Libichi, pastor of 
the congregation, arosc to speak, and had 
scarcely commenced his remarks when the 
newly-constructed walls gave way and one- 
fourth of the floor fell with an awful crash, pre- 
cipitating 200 people to the ground, a distance 
of from fifteen to nineteen fect. Men, women 
and children were thrown into a confused 
mass, With joist, bricks, stone and mortar on 
topofthem. The excitement was intense, 
but willing hands at once commenced the work 
of extricating the unfortunates, many of whom 
had to be carried out and placed in neighbor- 
ing houses, where their injuries were attended 
to, and they were then removed to their homes 
or to the hospital. It was fully two hours be- 
fore the wounded were all cared for. It is said 
that several children are still missiug.

DR. TALMAG E’S DISCOURSE YESTER- 
DAY MORNING. 


THE THREE GREATEST THINGS TO Do. 


Save a Man, Save a Woman, or Save a Child 
—Pathetie Instances Cited Where a Soul 
Might Have Been Kescued. 


Brookiyn, October 7.-[Special.]-Although 
no building has been Jlarge enough 
to hold the audiences attracted by the 

toms T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., in any 
part of this eountry or Great Britain 
for; the last twenty years, the ] throngs 
in and around the immense audience room of 
Brooklyn Tabernacle seems to be increasing as 
the years go by. The opening hymns this 
morning were heartily sung by the congrega- 
tion. Dr. Talmage chose for his subject: 
“Three Greatest Things To Do.”’ His text 
was Daniel xi. 32:. “The peopie that do know 
their God shall be strong, and do exploits,” 
Following is the sermon: 

Antiochus Epiphanes, the old sinner, came 
down three times with his army to desolate 
the Jews, advancing one time with a hundred 
and two trained elephants swinging their 
trunks this way and that, and sixty-two thous- 
and infantry, and six thousand calvary troops, 
and they were driven back. Then the second’ 
time he advanced with seventy thousand 
armed men and had been again defeated. But 
the third time he laid successful siege until the 
navy of Rome camein with the flash of their 
long banks of oars and demanded that the 
siege be lifted. And Antiochus Epipanes said 
he wanted time to consult with his friends 
about it, and Popilius, one of the Roman em- 
bassadors, took a staff and madea circle on the 
ground around Antiochus Epiphanes and com- 
pelled him to decide before he came out of 
tnat circle, whereupon he lifted the siege. 
Some of the Jows had submitied to the 
invader but some of them resisted 
valorously, as did Elcazer when he 
had swine’s flesh forced into _—ihis 
mouth, spit it out, although he knew he must 
die for it, and did die for it, and others, as my 
text says, were enabled to do exploits. 

An exploit I would define to be a heroic act, 
a brave feat, a great achievement. ‘*Well,’’ 
you say, “‘I admire such things, but there is no 
chance for me; mine 1s a sort of humdrum 
life. Ifl had an Antiochus Epiphanes to 
fignt I also could do exploits.”” You are right 
so far as great wars are concerned. There 
will probably be no opportunity to distinguish 
yourself in battle. The most of the brigadier- 
general; otf this country would never 
have been heard of had it not been for the 
war. General Grant would have remained in 
the useful work of tanning hides at Galena ana 
Stonewall Jackson would have continued the 
quiet college professor in Virginia. And what- 
ever military talents you have will probably 
lie dormant forever. Neither will you proba- 
bly become a great inventor. 

Nineteen hundred and ninety-nine out of 
every two thousand inventions found in the 
patent office at Washington, never yielded 
their authors enough money to pay for the ex- 
penses of securing the -patent. So you will 
srobably never be a Morse ora Edison, or a 
canes Davy oran Eli Whitney. There 
is not much probability that you will be the 
one out of the hundred that achieves extraor- 
dinary success in commercial or legal or medi- 
cal or literary spheres. What then? Can you 
have no opportunity to do exploits? I am 
going to show you today that there are three 
opportunities open that are grand, thriljing. 
far-reaching, stupendous and over 
whelming. They are before yqu now, 
In one, if not all three of em, you 
may do exploits. The three greatest 
things on earth to do are to savyo @ man, or 
save a woman, or save @ child. 

During the course of his life almost every 
man gets into an exigency, is caught between 
two fires, is ground between two millstones, 
sits on the edge of some precipiece, or in some 
other way comes near demolition. It may be 
a financial or a moral, or a domestic, or a social, 
or a political exigency. You sometimes see it 
in court rooms. A young man has gotinto bad 
company. and he has offended the law, and he 
is arraigned. AlIl blushing and confused he is 
in the presence of judge and jury and lawyers. 
He can besent right on in the wrong direction. 
He is feeling disgraced, and he is almost des- 
perate. Let the district attorney overhaul him 
as though he were an old offender, let the 
ablest attorneys at the bar refuse to say a word 
for him because he cannot afford a considerable 
fee, let the judge yive no opportunity for 
presenting the mitigating circumstances, hur- 
ry up the case and hustle him up to Auburn 
or Sing Sing. Ifthe live seventy years, for 
seventy years he will be a criminal and each 
decade of his life will be blacker than its prede- 
cessor. Inthe interregnums of prison life he 
can get no work, and he is glad to break a 
window-glass, or blow up a safe, or play tho 
highwayman, so as to get back again within 
walls where he can get something to eat and 
hide himself from the cruel gaze of the world. 
Why don his father come and help him? fis 
father isdead. Whydon’t his mother come 
and help him? She is dead. Where are all 
the ameliorating and salutary influences of 
society? They do not touch him. Why did 
not some one long agoin the case understand 
that there was an opportunity for the 
exploit which wonld be famous 
in heaven a quadrillion of ycars 
after the earth has become scattered ashes in 
the last whirlwind? Why did not the district 
attorney take that young man into his private 
office and sav: ‘‘Myson,Isee that you are 
the victim of cireumstanoes. This is your first 
crime. Youaresorry. 1 will bring the per- 
son you wronged into your presenco and you 
will apologize and make all the reparation you 
can, and | will give you another chauce.” Or 
that young man is presented in the court rooin 
and he has no friends present, and the judge 
says: ‘‘Whois your counsel?” And he an- 
swers: ‘‘I have none.” And the judge says: 
‘‘Who will take this young man’s case?’ And 
there is a dead halt and no one offers, and af- 
ter awhile the judge turns to some attorney 
who never had a good case in all his life and 
never will, and whose advocacy would bo 
enough to secure the condemnation of inno- 
cence itself. And the professional incompe- 
tent crawls up  ~beside the p isoner, 
helplessness to rescue despair, when there 
ought to bea stonggle among all the best men 
of the profession as to who should have the 
honor of trying to help that unfortunate. How 
much would such an attorney have received 
as his fee forsuch an advocacy? Nothing in 
dollars, but much every way ina happy con- 
sciousness that would make his own life 
brighter and his own dying pillow sweeter and 
his own heaven happier—the consciousness 
that he had saved aman! 

So there are commergial exigencies. A 
very late spring obliterates the démand for 
spring overcoats and spring hats and spring 
apparel of allsorts. Hundreds of thousands of 
people say: ‘‘It seems we are going to have 
no spring and we shall go straight out of win- 
ter into warm weather, and we can get along 
without the usual spring attire.”” Or there is 
ro autumn weather; the heat plunging 
into the cold, and the usual clothing, which is 
a compromise between summer and winter, is 
not required. It makes a difference in tho sale 
of millions and millions of dollars of goods, and 
some over-sanguine young merchant js canght 
with a vast amount of unsaleable goods that 
never will be saleaUle again except at prices 
ruinously reduced. That young merchant 
with a somewhat limited capital is in a predic- 
ament. What shall the old merchants do as 
they sec that young manin this awful crisis? 
Rub their hands and laugh and say: ‘‘Good 
for him. He might have known better. 
When he has been in business as long as we 
have, he will not load his shelves in that way. 
Ha! ha! He will poses before a 
had no business to open store so n 
ours anyhow.’’ Sheriff’s sale! Red flag in 
the window: “How much yee he seepage 
of-the-fashion s ring an 

ats or fall clothing out of date? 
I hear in the way of a bid?” 
Absurd, I cannot take 
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| four déllars a piece. Why, these coats when 
first put upon the market were offered at fif- 
teen dollars each, and now I am offered on 
four dollars. Ig that all? Five dollars do 
hear? Going at that! Gone at five dollar,” 
and he takes the whole lot. The young mer 
chant home that night and sa\s to his 
wife: “Well, Mary, we will have to move out 
of this house and sell our piano. That old 
merchant that has had an evil eye on me ever 
since I started has bought out all that cloth- 
ing, and ne will have it rejuvenated, and next 
year put it on the market as new, while we 
will do well if we keep out of the poor house.”” 
The young man, broken-spirited, goes to hard 
drinking. ‘The young wife with her baby goes 
to her father’s house, and not only is his 
stor: wiped out but his home, his 
morals, and his Ley wee: for two worlds, this 
and the next. And devils make a banquet of 
if and fill thei¢ cups of gall and drink dee 
to the health of the) old merchant who swa 
lowed up the young merchant who got stuck 
on spring goods and weutdown. That is one 
way and some of you have tried it. 
ut there is anctier way. That young mor 
chant who found that he had miscalculated in 
laying in too many goods of one kind and 
been flung of the unusual season, is standing 
behind the counter feeling very blue and bit- 
ing his tinger nails or lk oking over his account 
books, which read darkerand worse every time 
he looks at them, and thinkshow his young 
wife will have to be put in a plainer house 
than she ever expected to live in or go tos 
third-rate boarilinghouse where they have 
tough liver and sour bread five mornings out 
of the seven. An old merchant comes in 
and says: “Well, Joe, this has been a hard 
season for young merchants, and this pro- 
longed cool weather has put many in the dol- 
drums, and I |have been thinking of yous 
good deal of late, for just after 1 started in 
business I once got into the same scrape. 
Now, if there is anything I can do to help 
you out I will gladly do it. Better just put 
those goods out of sight for the present and 
next season we will plan something about them. 
I will help you tosome goods that yon can 
sell for me on commission, and will go 
down to one of the wholesale houses and tell 
them that 1 know you and will back you up, 
andif you want a few doliars to bridge over 
the présent, I ¢an let you havethem.

I 
learned wisdom and prosperity has come, and 
the palor has gone out of my wife’s cheeks, 
and the roses that were there when I courted 
her in her father’s house have bloomed again 
and my business is splendid. and I thought t 
ought to let you know that you saved a man.”* 
In a short! time after, the old mem 
chant who had been a_ good while 
shaky in his limbs and had 
poor spells is called to leave the world, and 
one morning after he had read the twenty- 
third Psalm about ‘“‘The Lord is my Shep- 
herd,’’ he clos@s his eyes on this world, and an 
angel who had been for many years appointed 
to watch the old man’s dwelling, cries upward 
the news that the patriarch’s spirit is about$ 
ascending. And the twelve angels who keep 
the tweive gates of heaven unite in crying 
down to this approaching spirit of the old man, 
‘‘Comeinat any of the twelve gates you 
choose! Come in and welcome, for it has been 
told all over these celestial neighborhoods that 
you saved a man.” 

There sometimes come exigencies in the life 
ofa woman. Une morning about two years 
ago I saw in the newspapers that there was @ 
young woman in New York whose pecket- 
book, containing $37.33, had been 
stolen and she had been left without a farthing 
at the beginning of the winter in a strange 
city, and.no work. And although she wasa 
stranger, I did not allow the nine o’clock mail 
to leave the lamp-post on our corner without 
carrying the thirty-seven dollars and thirty- 
three cents; and the case was proved genuine, 
Now Ihave read all Shaksp: ae’s trage: ies and 
all Victor Hugo’s tragedies and all Alexauder 
Smith’s tragedies, but I never read a tragedy 
more thrilling than that caso, and similar 
cases by the hundreds and thousands in all 
our large cities ; young women without money 
and without home and without work in these 
great maelstroms of metropolitian life. When 
such a case comes under your observation, how 
do you treatit? “Get eut of my way, we 
have no roomin our establishment for any 
more hands. I don’t believe in women any- 
way, they are a lazy, idle, 
worthless set. John, piease show this person 
out of the door.’”’ Ordo you compliment her 

ersonal appearance and say things to which 
f any man said to your sister or daughter you 
would kill him on the spot? That is one way, 
and it is tried every day in these large cities, 
and many of those who advertise for female 
hands in factories and for governesses in fami 
lies have proyed themselves unfit to be in any 
place outside of hell. 4 

But there is another way, and I saw i* the 
other day in the Methodist Book Concern in 
New York, where a young woman applied for 
work and the gentiemanin tone and manner 
said in substance: ‘My daughter, we employ 
women here, but I do not know of any vicant 
place in our department. You had better in- 
quire at such|and such a pases and I hope you 
will be successful in getting something to do.”* 
Tne embarrassed and humiliated woman 
scemed to give way to Chris 
tian confidence. She _ started out with 
a hopeful look that I think must have won for 
her a place in which to earn her bread. I 
rather think) that considerate and Christian 
gentleman saved @ woman. New York and 
Brooklyn ground up last year about thirty 
thousand young women, and would like te 
grind up abont as many this year. Out of all 
that long procession of women who march om 
with no hope for this world nor the next, bat- 
tered and bruised and scoffed at and flung off 
the precipice, not one but might have been 
saved for home and God and heaven. Bat 
good men and good women are not in that kind 
of business. Alas for that poor thing! nothi 
but the thread of that sewing-girl’s needle he 
her, and the thread broke. Ihave heard men 
tell in public discourse what a man is, but 
what is a woman? Until some ona 
shall give! a better definition I will 
tell you what @ woman is. Direet 
fron God, 2a sacred and _ delicate 
gift with affections so great that no measurin 
line short of thatof the infinite God can tell 
their bound, Fashioned to refine and soothe 
and lift and irradiate home and society and 
the world.

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DRAWN BACK BY REMORSE. 


Defaulter’s Irlon’s Censcience Forces Him 
to Return. 
From the N. Y. Star,s 

In the soiled and ill-fitting garments ofa 
common sailor, Frank M. Irion, the defaul- 
ing clerk of the «ity ¢ourt of Birmingham, 
Alabama. arrived here yesterday on the steam- 
ship Egyptian Monaych from London. At 
quarantine three well dressed men boarded 
the steamer and Walked forward to wherea 
gangof sailors were busy in tie forecastle. 
They were Deputy Marshal Bernhard and two 
aiiicers froin Birmingham, who had been wait- 
ing to arrest Jrion on his arrival. 

“Well, Frank, can this be you?’ asked one 
of the oliicers, approaching # tal!, well-formed 
young man of JU years, who advanced from 
amoung the sailors with bis capin his hand as 

jey approached, 

‘Yes,’’ responded the young man, ‘‘and I’m 
slad you've come. 1 want to go back and 
sulfer for my crime. My remorse is terrible.’’ 

‘Then 1 arrest you,’”’ repiied the oliicer. 

There was a stir among the sailors, who 
could not understand whgp one of ther nuin- 
ber should be seized by the o#icers of the law. 

‘“[hat’s all right, boys,” 


said the prisoner, 
triirning to his rough companions; “‘I deserve 
arrest, for I’m a criminal.’”’” Hot tears ran 
down his cheeks and his fellow sailors seemed 
almost equally aifeected. 

When the stoamer arrived at her dock atthe 
foot of Twenty-fourth street, Norih- River, 
Irion w2s5 taken ashore a willing captive. Tie 
oflicers took him toa hotel. 

The story of lron’s career since he fled from 
his pative town, birmingham, Ala.,2 cefaulter 
for thousands of dollars, as told by himself, is 
reinarkable as a romance. Some fourteen 
months avo he was trusted and respected as 
clerk of the city court. Me moved inthe best 
circles of society, and was a member of several 
social and intellectual clubs... He becaine a 
defaniter and tled. 

An examination of his at¢ecounts showed a 
systematic course of deception and fraud. 

Irion rambled over the western country and 
gradually spent every dollar he had when he 
left Alabaina. Finally he reached San Fran- 
cisco without money or friends and beset with 
.growing fear that detectives were following 
him everywhere. In desperation he shipped 
before the mast as a common sailoron an 
English ship bound for Liverpool. Even at 
sea his fears. did not desert him. Added to 
his dread of capture, he was possessed with a 
horror of passing his life branded as a criminal. 

The voyayve was a fearfully rough one, and 
in rounding Cape Horn Irion became ill: Por 
weeks he was too sick to work and at times it 
was feared he would become insane. More 
dead than alive he arrivedin Liverpool, where 
he left the ship and proceeded to London de- 
the custody of 
the United States consul and be sent back to 
Birmingham to atone for his crime. 

Hoe arrived in London in the earfy part of 
September and went direct to the office of 
Const! General Waller. To him he made a 
full confession and begged to be sent back to 
Americ¢a. The consul placed the matter in 
the hands of Martin Waller, vice-consul, who 
secured him a berth as a common sailor on the 
Egyptian Monarch. 

Gn the day the Egytian Monarch left Lon- 
don for New York, a cable was received by 
Consul General Waller asking him to arrest 
Irion on his arrival in London and hold him 
a prisoner till the arrival of an officer from 
Alabama. Anansvyering cable informed the 
authorities in Birmingham that lrion was on 
his way to New York. enn eee: 

On the voyage Lrion worked well and cheer- 

One of his fellow sailors in describing 
him said, ‘“‘he was justlike any of us sailor 
men. From the way he worked about ship it 
seemed as lf ho must have been a born salt. 
We liked him because he was a real gentie- 
man. He was the most intellectual sailor I 
ever saw, too. Such things he knew! Why, 
he was posted on everything. We never sus- 
pected that he was a refugee fiom justice, 
although he said once or twice that remorse 
for acertain thing he had done was killing 
hita.”’ :

A BRUTAL TYRANT, 


Vresidént Barrios Treated His Peo- 
ple. 


How 


Cos‘'a Rica Letter. 

The late President Barrios of Guatemala, 
who is said to have made the best ruler his 
state ever had, was a fair specimen of the cen- 
tral Ainerican executive. His ways of enforc- 
ing allegiance were as cruel as effective; he 
ruled by no law but his own will, and the peo- 
ple—having borne the might of tyranny for 
nearly Lalf a contury—rendered the most ab- 
ject obedience. 

A case in point is that of Senor Guzman, a 
merchant of Ineza!tenango, who hacserved asz 
a colonel under Maximilian, in Mexico, and 
had subsequently dabbled a little in politics, 
but never oifensively. This merchant was one 
day walking on the highway, in the: regular 
course of his business, when he chanced to 
meet President Barrios, riding in his carriage. 
‘the two gentlemen saluted one another with 
wliteness, and cach passed on his way. An 
tate later Guzman was arrested, by order of 
the president, and thrown into prison, and un- 
til after Barrios’s timely taking off (more than 
two year’s afterwards)—though he had had no 
trial, and no charges had ever been preferred 
against him, aud he, himself, was entirely ig- 
norant of the nature of his offense—he was 
still incarcerated, and had been made to suffer 
the most atrocious treatment. <A’ chain was 
riveted to his leg, which had actually worn 
into the flesh, and, at Barrios’s command more 
than 1,000 lashes had been administered to 
him from time to time. 

An American gentleman who has spent 
much time in Guatemala tells me that when 
Barries had any motive for reprimanding @ 
citizen, Whether an editor, an official or a pri- 
vate individual, whatever his political or social © 
station, he summoued the offender to his office ; 
then, after stating in the presence of his aides- 
de-camp the cause or pretext of complaini, he 
would address the most insulting words to the 
victim of his displeasure, and ent him across 
the face with arawhide that was always at 
hand. If the man resisted, the aides-de-camp 
pitched id} also, and it frequently tag oe 
that the unfortunate fellow Was nearly kitled 
by the heavy kicks and blows he received, and 
after ihe ignominious punishment bore on his 
face the marks of shame and in |his heart the 
conviction that only by silent submission could 
he escane a repetition of the indignities. 

Among hundreds of stories that are told con- 
cerning the methods of this yodel president is 
one about a lawyer named Don Jaan Andrue, 
who was employed by the government to de- 
feud the poor. He was applied to by a politi- 
cal prisoner who had already passed fifteen 
months in jail, nocharge having been prierred 
avainst him during all that time, and who was 
advised to make an appeal! for his liberty when 
tho new “‘liberal’’ constitution went into effect. 
He did so, getting Andreae to draft the appeal, 
and asking only for a trial. Two days after- 
tvards Andrue was summoned to appear be- 
fore Barrios, who asked him: 

‘Why did you interfere in this matter? 

“By the constitution the man has a right to 
appeal,’’ replied the lawyer. 

“T am the constitution,’ said the president, 
‘*‘T am the law,’ and seizing the ever present 
horsewhip, he lashed the lawyer across the 
face, afterwards kicking and beating him ina 
furious passion. Next day he had Andrue 
publicly whipped, and the high spirited young 
aristocrat took the disgrace so deeply to heart 
that he lived buta week: The poor prisoner, 
in whose behalf he had interfered, was ®- 
moved to the penitentiary, where, for threo 
successive days he was flogged in the most 
brutal manner, Qutil after the third whipping 
he, too, died.

YESTERDAY. 


IMPRESSIVE SCENES IN COURT ROOM. 


Large Cwrra of Spectators, Among = 
a People— Admintistrat!o 
of the Oath of Office, Etc, 


ASHINGTON, “October 8.—Chief Justice 
Faller took the oath of office and assumed the 
active duties ef his position today. An hour 
before the time for the opening of the court 
ihe narrow space allotted to the general public 
in the court chamberewas crowded by men and 
womien, who wanted to witness the ceremony 

of installation of a chief justice and at 
that time the “Sore trials of attaches of tho 
marshal’ 8 office, began. Tt was an orde rly, 

well mannered throng of congressmen, attor- 
and iadies, which sought to pack itse/f 
ae e far too small to contain it. and 
t crowding marred the usual solemn 
a m of the proceedings. 
attempf to reserve the bar for those en- 
titled te admission was only partially siiccess- 
ful. Among the poople of note who found 
olace in the room were Judge Allen G, Thur- 
man, who was conducted toa seat within th 
space reserved fer the marshal and who be- 
came @ conspicuous centre of attraction during 
the half hour preceding the entry of the juy- 
tides: Mrs. Fuller, wife of the chief justice, 
with six daughters and one son, for whom seats 
were reserved; Mrs. Justice Harlan; Mrs. 
Senator Cockrell ; Attorney-General Garland ; 
Japanese Minister Mutsu, wife and secretary ; 
Sénators . Davis. Butler, Mampton, Farwell, 
George, Mitchell, Do! th and Spooner; Con- 
rrossinen Breckinridge, Vheelerand Horbert, 
of Alabama, and Solicitor-General Jenks, 

The chief justice arrived at the capitol « 
half-past eleven, and proceeded to the priv ate 
oftice of the court, where he took the oath of 
allegiance in the presence of the assaciate Jns- 
tfées, the oath being administered by the sen- 
jor member of the court, Associate Justice 
Miller. 

At 12 o’elock the gavel of the crier fel), and 
at thoannouncement™ The honorable associate 
justices of the supreme court of the United 

tates,”’ the seated portion of the assembla; ue 
arose and remained standivg im respect! 

silence. 

The associate fustices, in their robes of silk 
preceded by the marshal, entered in procession 
as usual. Thechief justice, also we raring his 
robe of office, was escorted to. a place at the 
clerk’s desk. The associate justices also 
bowed to the assemblage and took their seats. 
They were only six in number, Justices Gray 
and Matthews being absent. ‘The cvrier ea!led: 

“>, yes! O,+ yer! O, yes! All persons 
having business before the honorable supreme 
court of the United States are admonished to 
draw nearand give their attention fer ile 
court is now sitting

Clerk MeKenney read the commission, after 
which Judge Fuller arose and holding. u 
Biblein one hand read irom a manuscript, 
oath of office:

His voice was clear and his enunciation firm 
and distinct at the beginning, but before the 
end was reached a marked tremor was mani- 
fest.

Again the court and assemblage arose, tis 
tine withont other summons than a@ wave of 
the hand by the clerk. 

Justice Miller took the 
vustice, and, With a smile of 
dressed him, in a low voice: . 

‘*‘T welcome you, sir, on behalf of this conrt, 
as one of its members and its chief justice.”’ 

The chief justice bowed, took his seat, ant 
when the assemblage was again seated, he 
said: | 

“*T wili sav to the members of the bar tliat 
as is well known, the court will.transact ne 
business today, but applications for admis=s\ci 
to the bar wili be entertcined.”’ 

Attorney-General Garland, several scnator: 
aod other members of the bar, now presente 
the names of applicants for admission wh 
they voucieéd for as Guuiified under tho rule 
of the court, and the chief justice dirce re 
each batch in its turn to proceed to the clerk’ 
degk and take the oath. About a score of at 
tormeys were thus admitted, and savory the 
brief ceremonial wag over the chief jusiice at 
notnced that all motiong a ted for this mor 
ing wonld stand over tntil tomorrow. Ii¢
